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53. The apparatus as claimed in claim 1, wherein the optical pickup further 
comprises a second light source which emits light having a wavelength different 
from that of the light emitted from the first light source, wherein the light emitted 
from the second light source land on the recording medium, so as to compatibly 
adopt to recording media having different formats.-
